the elders, and the ſcribes : And 
Peter followed him afar oft, 
even into the palace of the high 
prieſt : and he ſat with the ſer- 
vants, and warmed himſelf at 
the fire. And the chief prieſts 
and all the council ſought for 
witneſs againſt Jeſus to put him 
to death; and found none. For 
many bare falſe witneſs againſt 
him, but their witneſs agreed 
not together. And there aroſe 
certain, and bare falſe witnels 
againſt him, ſaying, We hcard 
him ſay, I will deſtroy this tem- 
le that is made with hands, 

and within three days 1 wilt 
build another made without 
hands. But neither ſo did their 
witneſs agree together. And the 
high prieſt ſtood up in the 
midſt, and aſked ſeſus, ſayings 
Anſwereſt thou nothing ? what 
is it which theſe witneſs againtt 
thee ? But he held his peac? and 
anſwered noghing. Again the 
high prieſt aſked him, and ſaid 
unto him, Art thou the Chriit, 
the Son of the bleſſed? And ſe- 
ſus ſaid, I am; and ye mall ſeg 
the Son of man fitting on the 
right hand of power, and com- 
ing in the clouds of heaven. 
Then the high prieſt rent his 
clothes, and ſaith, What need 
we * further witneſſes? 96 
have heard the blaſphemy : 
what think ye ? And they all 
condemned him to be guilty c£ 
death. And ſome began to {pit 
on him, and to cover his face, 
and to buffet him, and to ſay 
unto him, Propbeſy; and the 
ſervants did ſtrike kim with the 
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alms of their hands. And as 
*eter was beneath in the palace, 
there cometh one of the maids 
of the high prieſt; and when 


the ſaw Peter warming himſelf, : 


the looked upon him, and faid, 
And thou allo waft with Jeſus 
of Nazareth. But he denied, 
ſaying, I know not, neither un- 
derſtand I what thou fayeit.

ipeak, And the ſecond time the 
cock crew, And Peter called to 
mind the word that Jeſus ſaid 
unto him, Before the cock crow 
twice, thou ſhalt deny me 
thrice, And when he thought 
thereon, he wept.

dhe blood of the teſtament, 
which God hath enjoined unto 
ou, Moreover, he ſprinkled 
ikewiſe with blood both the 
tabernacle, and all the veſſels of 
the miniſtry, And almoſt all 
things are by the law purged 
with blood; and without ſhed- 
ding of blood 1s no remiſſion, It 
was therefore neceſſary that the 
patterns of things in the hea- 
vens ſhould be purified with 
theſe ; but the heavenly things 
themſelves with better facri- 
fices than theſe, For Chriſt is 
not entered into the holy places 
made with hands, which are 
the figures of the true; but into 
heaven itſelf, now to appear in 
the preſence of God for us: nor 
yet that he ſhould offer himſelf 


often, as the high prieſt enter- 


eth into the holy place every 
year with blood ef others : for 
then muſt he often have ſuffer- 
ed ſince the foundation of the 
world : but now once in the end 
of the world, hath he appeared 
to pat away fin by the ſacrifice 
of lümſelf. And as it is appoint- 
ed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment: fo 
Chriſt was once offered to bear 
the ſins of many; and unto 
them that look for him, fhall he

I praiſe you 
not, For I have reccived of the 
Lord, that which alſo I delivered 
unto you, That the Lord ſeſus, 
the fame night in which he was 
betrayed, took bread ; and when 
he had given thanks, he brake 
it, and ſaid, Take, eat; this is 
my body, which is broken for | 
you: this do in remembrance of 
me, After the ſame manner alſo 
de took the cup, when he had 
ſepped, ſaying, This cup is the 
new teſtament in my blood: 
this do ye, as oſt as ye drink it, 
in remembrance of me. For as 
often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do ſhew the 
Lord's death till he come. 
Wherefore, whoſoever ſhall eat 
this bread, and drink this cup of 
the Lord unworthily, ſhall be 
guilty of the body and blood of 
the Lord, But let a man exa- 
mine himſelf, and ſo let him cat 
of that bread, and drink of that 
cup, For he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth and 
drinketh damnation to himſelf, 
rot diſcerning the Lord's body. 
For this cauſe many are weak 
and fickly among you, and 
many fieep. For if we would 
mdge ourſelves, we ſhould not 
be judged, But when we are 
judged, we are chaſtened of the 
Lord, that we ſhould not be 
condemned with the world. 
Wherefore, my brethren, when 
ye come together to eat, tarry 
one for another, And if any man 
hunger, let him eat at home 
that ye come not together unto 
condemnation, And the reſt will 
I fet in order when I come.

HE. whole multitude of 

them aroſe, and led him 
unto Plate. And they began to 
accule him, ſaying, We found 
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this fellow perverting the na- 
tion, and forbidding to give tri- 
hute to Ceſar, ſaying, That he 
himſelf is Chriſt a King.

things of him; and he hoped to 
have ſeen ſome miracle done b 

him. Then he queſtioned with 
him in many words; but he an- 
ſwered him nothing. And the 
chief prieſts and fcribe; ſtocd 
and vehemently accuied him. 
And Herod with his men of war 


him, and arrayed him in a gor- 
geous robe, and ſent him again 
to Pilate, And the ſame day 
Pilate and Herod were made 
friends together; for before they 
were at enmity between them- 
ſelves, And Piiate, when he had 
called together the chief prieſts, 
and the rulers, and the peo- 
dle, ſaid unto them, Ye have 
8 this man unto me, as 
one that pervertetn the people; 


and behoid, 1 having examined 


him before you, have found no 
fault in this man touching thoſe 
things whereof ye accuſe him: 
No, nor yet Herod : for 1 feat

you to him; and lo, not uns 
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worthy of death is done unto 
him, I will therefore chaftiſe 
him, and releaſe him, For of ne- 
cefſity he muſt releaſe one unto 
them at the feaſt. And they 
cried out all at once, ſaying, 
Away with this man, and re- 
leaſe unto us Barabbas : Ay 
for a certain ſedition made in 
the city, and for murder, was 
caſt into priſon.) Pilate therefore 
willing to releaſe Jeſus, ſpake 
again to them. But they cried, 
ſaying, Crucity him, crucity him. 
And he ſaid unto them the third 
time, Why, what evil hath he 
done? I have found no cauſe of 
death in him: 1 will therefore 
chaſtiſe him, and let him go. 
And they were inftant with 
loud voices, requiring that he 
might he crucified, And the 
voices of them and of the chief 
prieſts prevailed, And Pilate 
gave ſer tence that it ſhould be 
as they required, And he re- 

aled unto them him that for 
ledition and murder was Caſt 

vito priſon, whom — had 
Aare but he delivered Jeſus 
to their will. And as they led 
him away, they laid hold upon 
one Simon a Cyrenian, coming 
out of the country, and on him 
they laid tne croſs, that he 
might bear it after Jeius.

know not what they do. And 
they parted his raiment, and 
caſt lots, And the pcople ſtood 
beholding : and the rulers alſo 
with them derided him, ſaying, 
He ſaved others; let him fave 
himſelf, if he be Chriſt tis 
choſen of God, And the ſoldiers 
allo mocked him, coming to 
him, and offering him vinezar, 
and ſaying, If thou be the kin 
of the jews, fave thyſelt. And 
a ſuperſcnption alſo was written 
over him in letters of Greek, 
and Latin, and Hebrew, 'THIS 
IS THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. And one of the male- 
factors which were hanged rall- 
ed on him, ſaying, If thou de 
Chriit, ſave thyſelf and us. but 
the other anſwering, rebuke 
him, ſaying, Doſt thou not tear 
God, ſeeing thou art in tie 
ſame condemnation? And we 
indeed juſtly: for we receive 
the due reward of our dceds; 
but this man hath done nothing 
amiſs, And he faid unto Tefus, 
Lord, remember me when thou 
comeſt into thy kingdom.

worſhippers once purged, ſhould 
have had no more conſcience 
of ſins, But in thoſe ſacrifices 
there is a remembrance again 
made of ſins every year. For 
it is not poſſible that the blood 
of bulls and of goats ſhould 
take away fins. Wherefore 
when he cometh into the worid, 
he ſaith, Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldeſt not, but a body 
haſt thou prepared me: In 
burnt - offerings and facrinces 
for fin thou haſt had no plea- 
ſure : Then ſaid 1, Lo, I come 
(in the volume of the book it 13 
written of me) to do thy will, 
O God. Above, when he ſaid, 
Sacrifice and offering, and 
burnt-offerings, and oftering for 
ſin thou wouldeſt not, neither 
hadſt pleaſure therein, which 
are offered by the law ; then 
faid he, Lo, I come to do thy 
will, O God. He taketh away 
the firſt, that he may eſtablith 
the ſecond, By the which will 
we are ſanctified, through the 
offering of the body of Jeſus 
Chriſt once for all. And every 
prieſt ſtandeth daily minittering 
and offering oftentimes the 
ſame ſacrifices, which can ne- 
ver take away fins, But this

nim. And on the morrow, when 
he departed, he took out two 
Pence, and gave them to the 
hoit, and ſaid unto him, Take 
care of him, and whatſoever thou 
ſpendeſt more, when I come a- 
gain, I will repay thee.

the dwellers at Jeruſalem : inſo- 
much as that field is called in 
their proper tongue, Aceidama, 
that is to ſay, the field of blood. 
For it is written in the book of 
Pſalms, Let his habitation be 
deſolate, and let no man dwell 
therein : and his biſhoprick let 
another take, Wherefore of 
theſe men which have compa- 
nied with us all the time that the 
Lord Jeſus went in and out a- 
mong us, beginning from the 
baptiſin of Joan, unto that ſame 
day that he was taken up from 
us, muſt one be ordained to be a 
witneis with us of his reſurrec- 
tion. And they appointed two, 
Joſeph called Barſabas, who was 
ſurnamed ſuſtus, and Matthias. 
And they prayed, and ſaid, 
Thou, Lord, which knoweſt the 
Nearts ot all men, ſhew whether 
of theſe two thou haſt choſen: 
that he may take part of. this 
miniſtry and apoſtleſhip, from 
winch judas by tranſgreſſion 
fell, that he might go to his own 
place. And they gave forth their 
lots: and the lot fell upon Mat- 
tas; and he was numbered 
with the cleven Apoſtles. 
The Coſpel. S. Matth. 11.25. 
that time Jeſus anſwered 
and ſaid, I thank thec, O 
Father, Lord of heaven and 
earth, hecauſe thou haſt hid 
theſe things from the wiſe and 
prudent, and haſt revealed them 
unto babes. Even fo, Father, for 
fo it ſeemed good in thy fight. 
All things are delivered unto 
me oi my Father: and no man 
knoweth the Son but the Fa- 
ther ; neither knoweth any man 
the rather, ſave the Son, and he 
to whomſocver the Son will re- 
veal him. Come unto me, all ye 
that labour and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you reſt, Take 
my yoke upon you, and learn of 
me; for I am meek and lowly in 
F heart;

the days of Claudius Ceſar. Then 
the diſciples, every man accord- 
ing to his ability, determined to

But jeſus an- 
fwered and ſaid, Ye know not 
vanat ye aſk, Are ye able to 
drink of the cup thac I] ſhall 
drink of, and to be baptized 
witn the baptiſm that I am bap- 
tized with? They fay unto him, 
We are able. And he ſaith unto 
them, Ye ſhall drink indeed of 
my cup, and be baptized with 
the baptiſm that I am baptized 
with : but to fit on my right 
hand and on my left is not mine 
to give; but it ſhall be given to 
them for whom it 15 prepared of 
my Father, And when the ten 
heard it, they were moved with 
indignation againſt the two bre- 
thren. But Jeſus called them un- 
to him, and ſaid, Ye know that 
the princes cf the Gentiles exer- 
ciſe dominion over them, and 
they that are great exerciſe au- 
thority upon them. But it ſhall 
not be fo among you: but who- 
ſoever will be great among you, 
let him be your miniſter ; and 
whoſoever will be chict among 
your, let him be your ſervant :

not only a ſign of the love 
that Chriſtians ought to have 
among themſelves one to ano- 
ther: but rather is a Sacra- 
ment of our redemption by 
Chriſt's death: Inſomuch that 
to ſuch as rightly, worthily, 
and with faith receive the ſame, 
the bread which we break, is a 
pat taking of the body oi Chriſt ; 
and lixeviſe the cup ot bleſſing 
is a partaking of the blood of 
Ciriſt, 

Tranſebttantiation (or the 
change of the ſubſtance of bread 
and wine) in the ſupper of the 
Lord, cannot be proved by holy 
Writ; but is repugnant to the 
plain words of Scripture, over- 
throweth the nature of a Sacra- 
ment, and hath given occation 
to many ſaperiititions. 

The Body of Chriſt is given, 
taken, and eaten in the Supper, 
only afteg an heavenly and ſpi- 
ritual manner, And the mean
